The fire laddies had scarcely settled 


down after extinguishing a small blaze 
at the Ohio Stove foundry, caused by a 
lamp exploding in the' office, when a 
atill alarm was sent in from Captain 
West's fine residence on Greenlawn 
Heights, and the East End department 
and the hook and ladder "boys of the 
Seventh street house 
immediately re- 


sponded. 
When -they arrived at the 


scene, they found the tntire basement a 
mass of flames, the house filled with • a 
dense smoke, and the fire creeping up 
toward the top of the building between 
the weather boarding and tha plaster- 
ing. The smoke was so dense that it 
was, impossible to enter the building 
without a smoke protector, and as the 
East End department is not supplied 
with that essential article, it was neces- 
sary to send all the way to the Seventh 
street house to get one. By this time 
the fire had made considerable headway 
and the'flames were bieakingout around 
the door and window casinga on the first 
and second floors. The smoke protec- 
tors arrived eventually and by heroic 
work the fire was extinguished in the 
basement, Captain 
Williams in the 


meantime having done some tffective 
work above with the chemiaal aparatu?. 
But for the cistern on Cemetery hill, 
and the deliberate and effective work of 
tha fire department, the handsome 
residence of Captain West, with all its 
elegant furnishing*, would now be in 
ashes. 
The fire, however, was extin- 


guished without flooding the building. 


Captain West was awakened' about 


twelve o'clock by the dense smoke and 
at once started for Mrs. West's room to 
awaken her. This he did with difficulty, 
and eventually succeeded in getting her 
out more dead than alive. 
The alarm 


was turned in by telephone, the captain 
almost smothering before he could send 
the message. 


Everything in the house is literally 


saturated with smoke and almost the 
entire floor is burned out of the sitting 
room, directly under which the furnace 
is located and from which it is thought 
the fire originated. 


Captain Williams remembering the 


criticism of the fire department when 
the college burned, remarked to the 
boys tbat they would "not go home till 
morning," and would go over the house 
carefully end see that the-re was no fire 
smoldering somewhere to break out 
afresh. 
L. i. Ellis in the search 


fell through the floor in the sitting 
room and landtd in about two feet of 
water ia the basement, sustaining but 
few scratches however, as a result of 
his tumble. 


It may not be out of order here to 


remark that the sireets of our city 
outside the paved district are in such a 
horrible condition tbat it is almost im- 
possible to haul a fire engine or even a 
hook and ladder wagon over them, 
which, to say the least, is a disgrace to 
the city, and nuisance to property own- 
ers. 
Besides the fire department is not 


supplied with many of the most essen- 
tial appliances for handling a fire. Will 
some one stick a pin into the council 
and see if it is awake.

There was a full attendance at (he 


elub, and quite a full discussion of the 
jTOposed changes in the municipal gov- 
ernment as developed in the bill intro- 
duced in the Ohio legislature. 
Mr. 


BanDon led in the discussion, and while 
favoring the passage of a law creating 
a board of aflairs, he oppo ,ed the board 
ef affairs as developed in "the bill now 
before the legislature. 


The 
ueations before the meeting 


were, "What is it that we have now, 
and that we piopose to let go, and what 
•will we obtain in its place?" 
A hasty 


leview brought before the meeting the 
present organization of the city govern- 
ment, its officers and their duties and 
powers, and the duties and powers of 
the city council. It was shown by the 
Mil presented that radical changes were 
proposed in the city government, and 
sew and additional offices created. 


By the provisions of this bill it is 


provided that the board of public af- 
iairs shall have exclusive care, manage- 
ment and control of all the property of 
the city oi every kind and description; 
shall have exclusive power to construct, 
»upervise, clean, repair, grade and im- 
prove all streets, avenues, alleys, levees, 
wharves, parks, market places, bridges, 
sewers, drains, culverts, water courses, 
sidewalks, curbs and gutters; to light 
all the public places in the corporation; 
*o establish the grading of streets, ave- 
aues and alleys, and keeping the same 
flean and in order. It shall have su- 
yervision aud control of the construc- 
tion, use, repairing, cleaning, lighting 
and heating of all public building?, and 
the construction of al! the improve- 
ments of, in and to such city. 
It t-hall 


uppoiuta civil engineer for the cny aod 
•fix bis limits within the limits pre- 
scribed by council. 
Ic shall employ 


such superintendents, engineers, labor- 
ers and other persons aa it may deem 
proper, certain KC-neial language being 
used us to tfiiciency and economy, 
which is to be implied, without being 
expressed JD the statute. 
Ic shall de- 


termiue what improvements are to be 
made, the payment of which is to be 
derived by assessment, or otherwise, and 
these shall be submiittd to the city 
council, and the city council shall, by 
resolution or ordinance, ns may be legal, 
provide for auch improvements, the ex- 
ecution of the same to be carried into 
effect by the board of affairs. 


It shall appoint and control the po- 


lice, and fix their compensation. 
It 


shall appoint the chief of police, and 
5x hia compensation wii.hin the limits 
prescribed by council. 
It shall appoint 


a.city solicitor, and his salary is fixed 
by the bill at §1,000 per annum, in- 
stead of $600, as it is now. 


This law providesfor the election of a 


pofice judge whosesalary shall be fur city 
cases not leas than $600 nor more than 
tlOOO, and for state cn-es such further 
allowance aa the county commidsioner 
aiay deem proper not exceeding $200 
yer year. 
He is given the right also to 


receives fines for aflidflvita, acknowledg- 
ments depositions and other like services. 


Thia law abolishes the folldwiug offi- 


cers and boarch : The office of the city 
Mreet commissioner is abolished; so is 
the marshal; the treasurer of. ihe coun- 
ty is no longer treasurer of the city, but 
in his stead there is to be elected by the 
electors of the municipality a city treas- 
urer, The board of park commissioners, 
ihe board of cemetery trustees, this 
b^ard of health, the board of hospital 
commiaaioners, the board of water works 
trustees, and the clerks of each board, 
sre each and nil abolished, and the au- 
Jhority and jurisdiction heretofore ex- 
ercised by each and all these boards is

The bill creates several additional 


offioes, and the salaries to be paid are 
cousideralbe iu amount—the board of 
affairs at a salary of $4,500 per nn- 
nnrn; a police judge at a salary of 
probably $1.000 per annum; a superin- 
tendent of the city prison at a salary to 
be fixed; a city treasurer whose com- 
pensation is to be fixed by the board. 
3t was contended by Mr. Bannon that 
no good reason could be given for cre- 
ating the office of police judge, as the 
arUies that mnet be perfoormed by that 
officer are now performed by the may- 
or, and no reason exists why the mayor 
should be deprived of any of thu au- 
thority conferred on him. 


16 wag further contended that the 


election of a city treasurer would be a 
mistake, as the oompensatioun would 
probably be increased and the duties 
ean aa well be performed by the county 
iieasnrsr as now. 


The salary fixed for the board of 


affairs he considers too high. 
The da- 


iies conld well be performed by busi- 
ness men who could devote a few hours 
or two or three days of eaoh week to 
lie necessary work to be done, and 
•who would be glad to do so at a much 
leas salary than provided in the bill. 
The compensations of each member of 
ihe board of affairs of Hamilton, Ohio, 
is fixed at bat the sum of f 350 per an- 
num. 
It 19 not to be the purpose of 


She bill to create places for three men 
who would be constantly engaged, un- 
less there is a necessity for it. 


It was 
contended that the board 


should be non-partisan, and this board 
is uot non-partisan in ita character. 
One great object to be accomplished in 


the appointment of boards of affaiii ii 
to remove the administration of the 
city and the conduct of iti affairi as 
far as possible from the domain of pol- 
itical control and political manipula- 
tion. 
For it i» useless to deny (bat 


abuses will creep in and pervade all 
the department! of municipal govern- 
ment where 
they are administered 


strictly upon a partisan bails. 
As a 


inle, the city pays a higher prioe for 
whatever work is done under ita au- 
thority, or for whatever official service 
is tendered under its authority, than is 
paid by a private individual for like 
service, no matter in what way it is 
rendered. 
And it 
ie a common re- 


mark, and one that is generally true, 
that three or four good business men 
having charge of the affairs of the city 
could administer them as well as aa 
they are ordinarily administered under 
the direction of the city officials and 
at, at least, one-fourth less expense. 


It was contended also that vesting the 


appointment of a board of affairs in the 
probate judge was a mistake, for while 
those who have filled the office of pro- 
hate judge for many years past have 
bedn men of unquestioned integrity and 
ability^ and who could be safely trus'ed 
to do their duty under any and all cir- 
cumstances, yet the appointment 
made 


by authority not representing any polit- 
ical party, or representing both political 
parties, would ,ba more advisable, and 
therefore it was argued that the appoint- 
ment could be more safely vested in the 
tax commission than the probate judge. 
There could be no question, however, 
that the present incumbent of the office 
of probate judge could be relied upon to 
do his duty and appoint fair men. 


Moat of the boards of affairs that have 


been authorized are composed of four 
members, two fiom each political party, 
and better results are obtained in ap- 
pointments made by the board and the 
work that is done than where boards are 
partisan in their makeup. A partisan 
board is simply an invitation to the leg- 
islature, when its political complexion 
is changed, to repeal the law creating 
such board aud enacting a new law 
changing the political complexion of the 
board. So that whereas the Kepubli- 
cans have the majo:ity in the city and 
county, and the incumbent of the office 
of probate judge is a Republican, he 
would, as he should, appoint the major- 
ity of the board Republicans, but as 
soon as the complexion of the legisla- 
ture would change, as it does change 
frequently, the law would be repealed 
or amended and put ia such form that 
the board of affairs would be composed 
of men a majority of whom would rep- 
resent the opposing 
political party. 


This would be an evil, aud therefore it 
is more advisable to create a board com- 
posed of both political parties and re- 
move the questions of municipal admin- 
istration from the domain of politics.

At the present day tho practice of 


weighting silks by means of astringent 
extracts, salts of tin, silicate and pbos- 
phate of poda and a variety of other 
substances, all more or less injurious to 
the wear of tbe fiber, has reached such 
a height tbat it is toriously affecting 
the trade. This is especially the case as 
regards black silk, but fabrics of other 
colors suffer in tbo same manner. 


It used to be remarked that a silk 


dress or ti silk handkerchief would last 
a lifetime, und tins is almost true for 
absolutely pure silk. 
But iu much of 


tbe fabric sold at tbo present day there 
is not more than 10 or 13 pur cent of 
real silk, all the. rest being extraneous 
matter applied to tho fiber in thedecep- 
tivo process of "weighting." 


Pure silk, when burned, leaves a 


quantity of ash which is always consid- 
erably less than 1 per cent, but tbo ash 
left by some weighted silks has been 
found to amount to as much as 48 per 
ceut of the weight of tbe fabric. 


Tho -extraneous substances to whicb 


we have alluded are caused to adhere to 
the fibor by passing tbe skeins through 
bot baths of tauuiu extracts, tin salts, 
salts of iron, antimony, potash, etc., 
and it has been found that when a silk 
much charged with such substances is 
heated it will not burn with flame, but 
will only smolder away, leaving a very 
large amount of ash behind. 


But these weighted silks are, how- 


ever, of so combustible a nature that 
some have been known to take fire spon- 
taneously, a result due to tbo gradual 
decomposition of the substances used 
for weighting, and disastrous fires have 
been traced to this cause. Spontaneous 
combustion is liable to break out more 
especially in black silks tbat are stored 
in warm, dry places.—Chamber^' Jour- 
nal. -
